BRIEF ON THE NEED FOR LARGE COMMUNITY PARKS 
IN MISSISSAUGA 


PREPARED BY SAVE OUR TREES AND STREAMS SOCIETY 


Mr Mayor, Members of the Council of Mississauga. 


Save Our Trees and Streams would like to bring to your attention 
the need for the establishment of large Community Parks, of at least 
200 acres, in Mississauga. Land must be set aside now before the 
large scale development, as foreseen by the Ontario Government's 
1970 policy statement " Design for Development: The Toronto - Centered 
Region", becomes reality. This statement estimates a population of 
750, 000 in the Mississauga area. Unless we set aside land now, this 
tremendous influx of people and accompanying development will preclude 
anything but small Corner Parkettes and Local Parks. 

In Mississauga the land south of Burnhamthorpe Road has now been, 
for the most part, developed. The 1973 Programmes and Facilities 
pamphlet lists this area as being served by 80 various size parks at 
different stages of development. Inthe City as a whole 94 parks are 
listed. Of the 94 parks only four, Erindale, Jack Darling, Wildwood 
and Huron are over 50 acres. The average size of all 94 parks is 12 


acres, with Peel Gardens at 0.25 acres being the smallest and the

undeveloped Erindale at 132 acres being the largest. 

Ideally, Mississauga should be aiming for an integrated parks system 
based on a hierarchy of open spaces. In this system the National and 
Provincial Parks represent the largest, most distant, and would serve 
extended vacation needs. In the City this system would be continued by 
Community and Local Parks followed by the smaller Corner Parkettes. 
These parks would serve the immediate needs of various kinds of 
community activities. 

Save Our Trees and Streams hopes that a Master Plan on Parks will 
outline a clear policy for acquisition of larger tracts of land in the City. 
This must be done while it is still possible to gain control over the open 
land which as of now is not irreversably committed toward development. 
We trust that an opportunity will be made for the citizens of Mississauga 
to participate in the development of this plan. 

In an urban setting, parks must cater to as large a segment of the 
population as possible. While we realize the necessity of providing 
children with recreation facilities such as playgrounds, baseball diamonds 
and soccer fields, at the same time we cannot forget the adults whose 
interests may be radically different. For the naturalists or for anyone 
who wants to get away from it all if only for a few hours, they too equally 
need to be provided with a place to go, for the word recreation itself derives 
from the necessity to recreate the human spirit. } 
A large Community Park can satisfy the requirements of a larger 


segment of the population than would be possible by smaller individual

parks. While the opportunity still exists unique sites which can offer an 
interesting and diverse attraction, such as the steep valley walls and 
flood plains of the Credit River or heavily wooded woodlots, should be 
identified and preserved as a focal point for a Community Park. 

The Toronto Naturalists Club in a Draft Brief on the Metro Water- 
front Plan states: '' Although plant and animal communities cannot be 
ordered to our convenience, it is possible to identify natural areas of 
particular significance; it is possible to improve existing areas to make 
them more attractive and interesting, and it is possible to provide 
conditions which will allow certain more commonplace natural communities 
to develop. '"' Once the natural area of the park is defined, then other less 
demanding activities can be located on land adjacent to this area. In this 
way the park will benefit as many people as possible. Save Our Trees 
and Streams feels that large Community Parks can incorporate natural 
areas into recreation areas to ensure their preservation for the future 
citizens of our City. 

Statistical information on existing Metropolitan Toronto land use 
revealed that 21,500 acres of open space reflects 14% of the City's area. 
Further away from home Delhi, India, maintains 27,500 acres for its 
4.7 million inhabitants, reflecting 22. 6% of its area. Surely the need 
of Mississaugans for larger park areas can be justified by other communities’ 
experiences. As for the need of natural areas, a recent public survey 
in Calgary was carried out to determine what should be done with a 


proposed 2, 800 acre park located on the City's southern boundary.

The overwhelming consensus of 31,700 replies was for the park to be 

left almost entirely natural. 

The feeling of SOTAS on this urgent need for increased park 
land in Mississauga is based on widely recognized standards, recent 
precedents in North America, and readily available statistical 
information. The widely recognized standards originate from the 
United Nations symposium on planning and development of new towns 
where 13 acres of open space and recreation space are provided for 
every 1000 people, or 25% of a town's area. To achieve 13 acres of 
open space per 1000 people, even for Mississauga's present population, 
would require doubling of the present parks area. 

Save Our Trees and Streams recommends the establishment 
of at least two large Community Parks and we make the following 
suggestions for their location: 

(a) The present Erindale Park could be continued upriver to the City's 
northern boundary. This would provide a park in which hiking trails 
can be established and due to its linear configuration would be 
accessible to large portions of the City by walking. 

(b) Another park could be located in the northeast section of the City. 

(c) There could be logical extensions of the Parkway Belt West, picking 
up unique pockets of recreational value, in addition to Green belt which 
will help to define community boundaries. | 


In conclusion, Mr. Mayor and Council Members, Save Our Trees 


and Streams suggests to you that Mississauga has an opportunity to be

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a show place of community living, but only if this Council acts to ensure 
our future. We must act in the present to ensure our hopes of today 
become the realities of tomorrow.

Dear Mr. Julian: 


This will acknowledge your letter of 
June 4, 1974 on behalf of the Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Mississauga endorsing 
the resolution of the City of Kitchener requesting 
that land sales by municipalities be exempt 
from the Land Speculation Tax. The Kitchener 
Council also requested that municipalities be 
exempted from the requirement for an Affidavit 
of Residence under the Land Transfer Act, 1974. 


The Land Speculation Tax Act received 
Royal Assent on June 3, 1974. Clause b of 
Section 4 of the Act reads as follows: 


"No designated land is liable to the 
tax imposed by subsection 1 of section 2 


when the designated land is disposed 
of by a municipality." 


The exemption as now provided in the 
Act eliminates the concern expressed in paragraph 
one of the resolution. 


eee 2 
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The Land Transfer Tax has also received 
Royal Assent. 


Subsection 3 of section 4 of the Act 
requires that an affidavit as to residence be 
attached to the conveyance before filing with 
the Collector. Although it may appear to be 
redundant for the City of Mississauga to file 
an affidavit that they are a "resident of Canada", 
the Act does not provide for any exclusions and 
it would seem to me that it would be a simple 
matter to provide the affidavit to meet the 
statutory requirement. 


I trust these comments have been helpful.

ONTARIO ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
SETS UP TASK FORCE ON LOCAL 
AND REGIONAL GOVERNMENT DATA 


TORONTO--The Ontario Economic Council has established 
a three-member Task Force on Local and Regional 
Government Data, Council Chairman Grant Reuber announc- 
ed today. 


Members are Douglas Auld of the University of Guelph, 
task force chairman, Gail Cook of the University of 
Toronto, and Gerald Hodge of Queen's University, 
Kingston. :

The task force has been asked to find ways by which 


the measurement of local and regional government 
performance can be improved. It will investigate and 
make recommendations about present data-collection 
techniques used by local and regional governments for 
social and economic analysis, program evaluation and 
decision making. 


The study, which is expected to be completed in the 
next few months, will also cover statistical informat- 
ion collected by other agencies that pertains to 
municipal jurisdictions. 


Task force members will work with staff of the Local 


Government Organization Branch of the Ministry of 
Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs.

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DOUGLAS AULD, 33, chairman of the task force, 

is professor with the University of Guelph's 
economic department. A specialist in government 
finance, Mr. Auld received his Ph. D. from the 
Australian National University in 1969. He has 
been visiting assistant professor to the University 
of British Columbia and a research associate in 
public finance with the University of Toronto. 


GAIL COOK, 31, a specialist in public finance 

and urban economics, holds a Ph. D. from the 
University of Michigan. A former researcher 

with the Economic Council of Canada, Miss Cook 

is an assistant professor of economics at the 
University of Toronto as well as a research 
associate in both the Center of Urban and Community 
Studies and the Institute for the Quantitative 
Analysis of Social and Economic Policy. 


GERALD HODGE, 43, is director of the School of 

Urban and Regional Planning at Queen's University, 
Kingston. Mr. Hodge holds a Ph. D. in regional 
planring from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
From 1964 to 1973 he taught at the University of 
Toronto's Department of Urban and Regional Planning. 

He has also been an instructor in urban planning at 

the University of British Columbia.

I am pleased to learn that the City has retained 
consultants to undertake a review of the Official Plan 

’ for the City of Mississauga and that this work is scheduled 
to be completed by the end of 1974. To this end I am 
submitting the following status report on the development 
of the area north of Highway 401, known as the Meadowvale 
North community, in which our company has a major interest. 




























Proposed Amendment No.234 to the City of 
Mississauga official plan was enacted in January, 1972 
to replace that portion of 0.P. Amendment No.218 modified 
by the minister. In that modification of 0.P.Amendment 218 
the minister instructed the municipality to submit a 
further amendment to reflect his wishes with respect to 
an area to be known as the Meadowvale North Community. 
Since that time, however, certain other factors have been 
introduced which require incorporation into the plan for 
the Meadowvale North Community. These factors relate to 
such matters as the incorporation of the provincially 
established parkway belt system, the proposed alignment 
of future Highway 407, the buffering of the residential 
area from expressway noise influence and the aircraft noise 
sensitivity zones. An application for an official plan 
amendment reflecting these matters will be made to the 
City within two months.

Our current design incorporates a reduction in 
proposed population allocation in the area north of 
Highway 401 and west of the Credit River to approximately 
35,000 (10,000 housing units) and provides additional 
employment areas suitably located with access to the 
existing arterial road and expressway system. Many of 
the trunk services to accommodate the 88,000 persons 
originally proposed for this area have already been installed 
through the existing phases of Meadowvale South and West 
to accommodate the orderly development of the area.

Dear Sir: 


I haye been requested to report to you on the Brief regarding 
self-serve gasoline facilities submitted by the Ontario Retail Gasoline and 
Automotive Service Association. In short, the Bricf describes what the 
0.R.G.A. views as an alarming proliferation of self-service gasoline bars. 
The Brief lists five (5) specific areas of concern, as follows: 


1 - Safety } 

2 - Appearance and Community Value 

3 - Maintenance 

4 - Pollution and Conservation of Energy 

5 - Mechanical Fitness. 

The matter of safety with respect to dispensing of gasoline 
ata self-serve gasoline bar is a serious question. One might visualize 


the dangers -inherent in permitting the general public to dispense gasoline. 
In an attempt to determine just how safe this type of facility is, I had a 


. lengthy discussion with a Mr. MacIver of the Eneray Granch of the Ministry 


of Consumer and Cornorate Affairs. Hr. MNacIver is the man in charge of 
approvals at the Provincial level for self-serve gasoline bars. In the 
course of my conversation with tir. MacIver, I became satisfied that the 
safety aspects of self-serve gasoline bars is at least as consistent as at 
regular gas stations. There are exhaustive standards which must be met 
prior to the installation of this type of facility and these standards are 
enforced by both the Provincial Government and the local fire department.

The matter of appearance and Community value is one that can 
be controlled by Site Plan Agreement. 


The claim in the Brief that “Most prudent operators will 
check tires, battery, oil, fan belts, wipers and clean the windows and advise 
the motorist of any item that requires attention" has not been substantiated 
by an admittedly small samale interview that was conducted by my Department 
recently. Out of 30 persons interviewed, 29 said that, to the best of their 
recollection the service claim above were not normally rendered to them when 
they took their automobiles in for a gasoline fill up. 


The Brief also states that, because of the mechanical checks 
given to the vehicles, that the vehicles using regular gas station vould tend 
to run more efficiently and this would tend to curb automotive pollution. 
This may not necessarily be true. 


In the matter of mechanical fitness, the Brief states that 
the self-serve oneration can only acd to the unsafe list of vehicles because 
there is no normal mechanical checking from service station staff at a self- 
serve gasoline ooPration. In my conversations with ‘ir. “lacIver, sho is 


experienced in these matters, this does not appear to be a particularly valid” 


point. 


This report is for the information of the Committee only. If 
the Committee disagrees with the contents of this rznort and desires to pass 
a by-law against self-serve gasoline facilities in the City, you are cer- 


tainly at liberty to do so. However, I have been advised that the Provincial 


rc contained in the Gasoline Handling Act would supersede any Municipal 
y-Law.

I was told that 
there was only one truck on call and that was for animals 
which were hurt (the truck was in Brampton at the time) and 
that after 9:00 p.m. they did not send trucks to pick up strays. 
They said to call in the morning and they'd send a truck out to 
try to locate the dog. My next inquiry of them was "Why should 
such a situation exist that no truck was available, as it was 
then that the dog was there and nobody could tell where it would 
be in the morning?" He said funds were not available to put 
staff and trucks on after 9:00 p.m.

In my estimation this is disgraceful. If the Humane 
Society is not interested in the welfare of all animals it 
should not be in business, either they do a job or they don't. 
Strays don't go and hide when it is 9:00 p.m. Rumor has it 
that this dog has attacked 2 other dogs in our neighbourhood, 
so I would assume the dog is sick and if the Humane Society 
isn't interested in this dog's welfare there's something 
drastically wrong. 


Perhaps my dog could be the next victim or more 
serious, one of my children, and if that were to happen the 
Humane Society will hear the noise I create from Fieldgate Dr. 
to Mavis Rd. without the aid of a telephone. 


Also when the Society has the name and address of a 
caller why would the driver not stop to see if we could tell 
them the exact area the dog was seen in and save himself a 
lot of work maybe.

Although your letter of June 18th does not state the reason _ 


for closing off Gordon Drive, we assume that it is for the 
purpose of reducing traffic which is probably using this 
route to avoid the intersection of Hurontario Street and the 
Queensway. We might suggest that no action be taken until 
the improvements on Hurontario Street are completed and the 
Region has completed the improvements on the Queensway 
scheduled to commence in August.

Restrictions on turning movements to and from Gordon 
Drive from the Queensway West will create operational 
problems in routing of equipment. These would produce 
difficulties, but not insurmountable ones. 


Any closure of through traffic would require the con- 
struction of cul-de-sacs of sufficient size to turn 
servicing equipment (graders, ploughs, garbage compactors, 
etc.). Sufficient space could be provided on a 55-foot 
right-of-way, however, this would interfere with some 
rivate entrances and result in the loss, to abutting 
owners, of landscaping on the affected portion of the 


right-of-way. 


Creating a dead end on Gordon Drive would produce the 
problems referred to under Item No. 2.

With reference to the above-mentioned, the following is my report to 
you. 


Measure #1 - Diversion of Gordon Drive at the Queensw>y 


This is the only measure of the three that could be considered at all, 
provided the diversion is so constructed that it would be virtually 
impossible for eastbound vehicles to make a right turn, and a By-law 
passed, prohibiting "U" turns on the Queensway. At the present time, 
under the existing By-law, with an officer in the vicinity, northbound 
vehicles make right turns onto the Queensway from Gordon Drive, then 
proceed to make "U" turns legally, and proceed west. 


Measures #2 and #3 - Barricading Gordon Drive - would require that 
Emergency vehicles travel well out of their way, if for one reason 
or another, Hurontario Street should become impassable, between the 
Queen Elizabeth Way and the Queensway. Gordon Drive is the shortest 
alternate route to the Hospital, from the south-central part of the 
City. 


The present By-law, prohibiting turns during certain hours, is not 
too effective. Many violators have been charged and many nore (as 
previously mentioned), make "U" turns, when officers are present, 
To effectively enforce this By-law, would require two officers for 
3% hours a day, in order to catch all violators, for each direction. 
The people makinz "J" turns are creating more of a hazard than they 
would if they were allowed to turn at the intersection.

At the present time, it is very difficult to police Gordon Drive, 

due to the narrowness of the roadway. To clock speeders, the cruisers 
must get off the road, usually in a driveway, and when a violator is 
stopped, his or her vehicle takes up half the roadway. This creates 
a hazard for pedestrians and others. 


I would respectfully suggest, for your consideration, that Gordon 
Drive remain open to two-way traffic. For the safety of school 
children and other pedestrians, a sidewalk should be constructed, 
the full length of Gordon Drive. Without doing major construction, 
for safer onforcement, I would suggest the installation of two areas 
alongside the roadway, approximately 10 feet by 60 feet, that would 
allow a Police cruiser to get clear of the roadway and allow room 
for violators to get their vehicles off the road, when stopped. 


From personal observance at the intersection of Harborm Road and 
Premium Way, it would appear the traffic volume eastbound is much 
heavier between 4:30 and 5:15 p.m., on Premium Way, than on Harborn 
Road, and traffic (30 to 0 vehicles) backs up from the Stop sign 
at Harborn Road, while there is very little traffic eastbound on 
Harborn Road. Could a survey be made, with the idea of reversing 
the sign from Premium Way to Harborn Road, to give the freer flow 
to Premium Way? This might act as another deterrent to using Gordon 
Drive as a short cut.

Pursuant to Resolution Number 365 passed by Council 
on May 6th, 1974, Mr. Burwell and myself arranged a meeting on 
June 27th, 1974 at 9:30 a.m. at which the following were present; 

Mr. G.J. Shear, Cadillac-Fairview Corporation, 
(formerly Don Mills Developments Ltd.) 
K.C-Comys5 
Mr. P. Langer, Markborough Properties Limited, 
Mr. P. Gareau, S.B. McLaughlin and Assoc. Limited. 

We made representation to the above that an increase 
in the social amenities levy was necessitated for providing such 
services as Day Care Centres; equipping recreational facilities; 
up-dating transit requirements;and additional costs for hospital 
facilities other than providing a site at a reduced market price. 
The concensus amongst the "big 3" was that these additional social 
amenities were things that should be provided for out of the general 
rate and they felt that their projects created no greater need for 
these additional services than the other existing developed areas 
of the municipality. 

The developers expressed a concern that the monies that 
they have already paid for the construction of arenas, libraries, 


and swimming pools was not being used to meet the already growing 








demands of the people in these new developments.

They felt that 


a closer liason should be developed with the City so that residents 


of these new developments could be given a time-table as to when 


to expect the construction of the above-mentioned facilities.
